The New Attack. 


| The new attack of General Plumer’s 
Í Second Army in Flanders, in co-operation 
| with Franco-Belgian forces on its left, is a 
development of the situation which might 
i naturally have been anticipated. Doubt- 
less, it was foreseen by the enemy; but 
| they have reached the unhappy position 
of being able, in many cases, to foresee 
| developments in Marshal Foch’s plan 
| without being able to avert them. General 
| 
for this reason: The enemy 
| deavouring to, hold on the wings and 
[den in their centre, and more particu- 
| larly at the moment to hold on their right 
wing and pivot their wheel back upon it. 
Pressure on their right wing, therefore, 
is the most embarrassing manceuvre which 
can confront them; and Marshal Foch 
| promptly applies it. With every new 
| manceuvre of the Allied Armies the 
enemy s embarrassments accumulate. Their 
situation goes steadily from bad to worse. 
They disentangle themselves from one pre- 
dicament only to find themselves involved 
in another more complicated in character. 
This new blow falls on their right wing 
at the moment when they are attempting 
to use that wing as the pivot of their 
retreat. They are not pivoting by the 
right from choice, but under compulsion. 
the necessity of retreat, and of 
retreat which must im time come back 
against the great obstacle of the Ardennes, 
their, most expedient course would have 
been to pivot by the left, holding fast on 
the front of Champagne and the Argonne, 
and withdrawing their right wing into 
Belgium. The British break-through to 
Le Cateau, coupled with the heavy French 
pressure Champagne, has compelled 
them to adopt the very awkward and 
perilous manceuvre of wheeling in the

opposite direction. 

On the front of their retreating centre 
and left centre the enemy have fallen back 
upon the southern part of what is known 
as the Hunding Line. This was con- 
structed in rear of the Hindenburg Line 
in the days when General Ludendorff con- 
templated a retirement in successive stages 
very different from the hurried retreat to 
which he has now been forced. The Hunding 
Line runs from the Oise in rear of St. 
Quentin along its eastern tributary, the 
Serre, and so by Sissonne to the bend of 
the Aisne, thence continuing past the 
northern end of the Argonne Forest to the 
Meuse. At its eastern end, where it is 
also known as the Kriemhilde Line;. the 
Americans have already for some little 
time been in contact with it. From the 
Argonne to the Oise the French, rapidly 
following up the extensive retirement of 
the past few days, are now everywhere 
coming into contact with it, The Hunding 
Line is not a defensive system in any way 
comparable in strength with the Hinden- 
burg Line, and the enemy are not likely 
to contemplate a lengthy tenure of it. Its 
extension north of the Oise has, in fact, 
been turned by the British advance to Le 
Cateau. This advance has at once com- 
pelled the ehemy to retreat southwards 
and to halt for the moment in 
the shelter of what remains of the 
Hunding Line in order to rectify their 
front north of Le Cateau. The British 
advance to that point threatened both 
halves of their line ; and in the withdrawal 
of a modern army, with its masses of 
men and material, everything depends on 
the maintenance of order and method. The 
beginning of confusion is the beginning of 
disaster. The enemy have retreated in 


good order to the Hunding Line in the 
south. They must now try to main- 
tain themselves precariously on that 
line while they repeat the process of with- 
drawal on the northern part of their front, 
similarly threatened by the advance to Le 
Cateau. 

It is at this moment that the new Allied 
blow has been struck in Flanders. The 
enemy, as Sir Douglas Haig reports in his 


despatch of yesterdsy afternoon, were

Cateau. They were doing so for the very 
obvious reason that a British advance 


threatened to sever the southern communi- 
cations of their forces in the Lille-Douai 
salient. Yesterday's attack in Flanders 
similarly threatens the northern communi- 
cation of their forces in that salient. It 
has carried Roulers, and makes inevitable 
the early abandonment by the enemy of 
the Flanders coast, Its main result, how- 
ever, is that by approaching Courtrai, north- 
east of Lille, from the north, it narrows 
very greatly the passage which still re- 
mains open for the withdrawal of the 
German forces in the Lille-Douai salient. 
The enemy must certainly have been con- 
templating the evacuation of this salient, 
and it would, perhaps, be too much to 
hope that their forces can be cut off 


is all the difference, however, between a 
retirement at leisure and a forced and 
hurried withdrawal. To such a with- 
drawal, not only from the Lille-Douai 
salient, but everywhere, the enemy are 
being compelled. It means, with a vigilant 
and superior’ enemy pressing in pursuit, 
hard fighting all the way if disaster is to 
be averted, and consequently a rapid ex- 
haustion of strength. The retreat on 
concentric lines must mean also terrific con- 
gestion of communications, and with every 
stage of their retreat the German Armies’ 
difficulties of maintainjng their communi- 
cations multiply. The enemy, moreover, 
while they endeavour painfully to extricate 
themselves from their entanglement in 
France and Belgium, are no less painfully 
aware that this entanglement is giving 
| Marshal Foch a fresh opportunity of attack 
over the Lorraine frontier into the heart

that impression should become general, 
and should deprive the Red Cross of finan- 
cial support, the result would be nothing 
less than disastrous, We cannot be sure 
that the war will not continue for many 
months; but, even if it should end to 
| morrow, the ministrations of the Red Cross 
will be needed urgently for a long period 
after peace has been signed. Our hospitals 
will be full of stricken men, recovering 
slowly from crippling wounds, from shell- 
shock, and from all the other horrors of 
war. If we are to pay our debt to these 
men—if they are to be restored to the 
world as healthy and useful citizens—the 
wonderful machinery of the Red Cross 
must be maintained in all the smooth per- 
fection which it has reached to-day. Te 
stop the Red Cross before all the wounds

The last year was at 
the rate of about £50,000 a week— 
and the three Southern Provinces of 
Ireland paid for more than a week 
of it. Now that it has risen to about 
£100,000 a week, they are again asked to 
foot a week’s bill, and we believe that they 
will not fail. Sir Charles Russell re- 
minded yesterday’s meeting that Irish- 
women helped to found the Red Cross 
during the Crimean War. Last year the 
countfy, North and South, lived up to that 
high tradition, and this year it will be 
not less mindful of the call of the past 
and the duty of the present. £100,000 is a 
big sum; but the Joint War Committee 
for Leinster, Munster, and Connaught, 
makes its appeal to a generous country, 
has the support of all the Churches, and 
has devised a most excellent plan of cam- 
paign. It will tap old and new sources 
this year, and will be helped in every 
county by a large body of clever and 
enthusiastic organisers. The Chambers of 
Commerce will help ; the man-in-the-street 
will help; the farmers, who responded 
generously last year, will now be asked to 
redouble their efforts to help those to whom 
all their prosperity is due. The scheme 
which Sir John Lumsden outlined yester- 
day offers opportunities of service in this 
holy cause to every man, woman, and 
child in Ireland. As King Manoel said, 
the tragedy of the Leinster has brought the 
war to our own doors. The Red Cross 
collections should be regarded as a national 
thank-offering for the freedom from death 
devastation, and suffering which, through 
the untiring devotion of our sailors and 
soldiers, we have enjoyed dhring the last 
four years. The campaign will be opened 
next week with the “Our Day” Flag Day 
in Dublin, and we hope that all our readers 
will combine to make it a success from the 
word “Go.” The smallest subscription to 
the Irish Times Red Cross Fund will be 
acknowledged in these columns.

Marshals Foch and Haig are allowing 
the enemy no respite, and the news from 
Flanders to-day will indicate the fact 
to the German people. Roulers has been 
taken, and Courtrai is threatened from 
the north, while the advance steadily con- 
tinues. The rapid advance bri Menin, 
Toureving, and Roubaix all in the danger 
zone for the Germans, for if these go they 
will have little prospect of being able to 
hold the Flanders coast or Lille, already 
threatened by the British recovery of La 
Bassée. 

Perhaps, the most significant piece of 
war news, and one which throws the 
strongest doubt upon the genuineness of 
the German offer of evacuation, is the 
heavy counter-attacks delivered at Le 
Cateau. If the German Government was 
really honest in its offer, it would not be 
resisting at this point. But, if its only 
object was to secure the safe withdrawal of 
its armies to a shorter line, then its 
anxiety to delay Haig’s Army at this point 
is perfectly intelligible, for it is precisely 
here that a British advance would most 
dangerously threaten the line of retreat. 
Ludendorff’s object is to hold on to his 
wings in Flanders and Champagne as long 
as possible so as to give his centre time to 
retreat without being “ pocketed.” 

In the first flash of excitement caused 
by the German reply to Mr. Wilson, in- 
terest was naturally concentrated on the 
purely military situation and the condh- 
tions under which an armistice might be 
permitted. But there has now been time 
to consider the matter in its wider bear- 
ings, and the naval position is receiving 
its dae share of attention. With singular 
and tactless candour ‘the Cologne Volks- 
zeitung, the organ of the Catholic party in 
Germany, has declared that evacuation 
would not matter, because Germany would 
still retain, inter alia, her “intact 
fleet.” Well, that is just what neither 
British nor Americans are going to allow 
her to do. 

Marshal Foch, it seems to be generally 
agreed, will be the authority to define the 
terms of an armistice if the German efforts 
to obtain one should succeed. These terms 
will, it is understood, be of such a nature 
that it would be impossible for the Ger- 
mans to renew hostilities. The surrender 
of the whole of the U-boat fleet would be 
demanded, this being Germany's sole re- 
maining weapon, while the Germans would 
be required to consent to an immediate 
exchange of prisoners. This would be a 
feature of the armistice that would appeal 
to our people, for anxiety concerning 
British prisoners of war is very keen at 
present. 

The House of Commons reassembles to- 
morrow in very different circumstances 
from those on which it broke up on August 
8th. That was the very day on which Sir 
Douglas Haig began his new offensive, 
which, in conjunction with the French and 
American operations, has put sách an en- 
tirely fresh face upon the military situa- 
tion. The legislative programme for the 
remainder of fhe Session is not of much 
importance.

If Germany could only manage to secure 
peace at the present time. she would be 
better equipped for capturing trade than 
any other country, since she now excels 
in plant and machinery any other country 
in the world. All the machinery used in 
industrial pursuits in Belgium, Northern 
France. and in Poland has been taken to 
Germany and set up there. The premises 
of the famous Cockerill firm at Seraing, 
near Liege, have been completely emptied ; 
even the floor plates have been taken up 
and all the material taken away. This 
firm used to employ no fewer than seven 
thousand hands. The same thing happened 
to Holdens, near Lille, where everything 
has been torn up and removed to Germany. 
When it is recalled that the same state of 
affairs exists in every factory in Belgium, 
the value of the stolen machinery can 
scarcely be estimated. 3 

Something is going on in Germany of 
which the outer world knows little or 
nothing. That seems to be certain, and 
Reuter to-day says that there is reason to 
believe that the telegraphs in the country 
are being rigorously controlled by the mili- 
tary and that more reserve than usual 
should be accorded to the news allowed to 
come out. It is felt that some internal 
movement is in progress. Speculation as 
to the form this movement is taking would 
be idle. It may be that the Germans are 
mobilising every possible man for service 
on the western front or bringing back the 
German troops from the East.. It may 
also be that the people are making their 
will felt regarding peace; but in any case 
important events are not likely to be long 
concealed. 

Information came to hand this afternoon 
rather indicating that the latter idea is 
correct, for the fall of the latest Imperial 
Chancellor, Prince Max of Baden, is ex- 
pected hourly. It is reported that there 
is trouble in Berlin and the Rhine towns, 
and that the people are clamouring for 
a real democratic Chancellor and Govern- 
ment. The German people have the idea 
that the peace offer of their Government is 
a sham one and not acceptable to the 
Allies, and express a determination that

On the occasion of “ Our Day,” 1918, | have 
much pleasure in congratulating the British 
Red Cross Society and the Order of St. 
John on the magnificent work which they, 
in conjunction, have achieved during more 
than four years of warfare, and in express- 
ing the confident hope that their efforts may 
continue to receive from my people the 
financial support which they require. 

By personal observations in the United Kingdom 
and on the Western front, | am convinced 
that the appeal of the Joint Committee for 
funds is more than justified by the manner 
in which they carry out their widespread 
and responsible labours in co-operation with 
the medical services of the Forces. 
Flanders, France, Italy, and Maita; 
Palestine, Macedonia, and Egypt; in Meso- 
potamia and East Africa, and in Russia, 
Rumania, and Siberia, the joint societies 
have relieved the suffering, healed the sick, 
and saved valuable lives for the service of 
the Empire in war and peace. They have 
also been able to give welcome assistance 
to our Allies, and, in making provision for 
the sick and wounded, they have not for- 
gotten the prisoners of war, whose priva- 
tions they have done much to alleviate. 

But it must be remembered that peace, even 
when declared, will not bring a cessation of 
the work of the hospitals, and, indeed, the 
demand on the resources of the Red Cross 
must inevitably continue for some time after 
hostilities have ended.

LORD DONOUGHMORE. 

The Eatl of Donoughmore took the chair, 
and expressed gratitude to the Lord Mayor for 
his customary hospitality. (Applause.) That 
meeting was an “Our Day” meeting to in- 
augurate a renewal of the campaign which the 
British Red Cross Society oat OÓraer of St. 
John made annually, with the invaluable assist- 
ance of the Jrish Times—(applause)—to collect 
funds for their work in all parts of the world. 
The speakers had, in the full meaning of the 
phrase, braved the perils of the sea, and would 
tell them from their own knowledge of Red 
Cross work, to which from the very earliest days 
King Manoel had whole-heartedly given himself. 
His convalescent home for officers at Brighton, 
entirely his own child, had brought back to 
health and strength scores of grateful men, who 
would never forget their experiences there. 
(Applause.) It was on account of His 
Majesty's constant energies in the cause 
of orthopedic surgery that they were 
proud to see orthopedic hospitals through- 
out the length and breadth of the land— 
none better than that close to Dublin, where 
magnificent. work was being done, almost in 
silence, but ‘with a full claim on their grati- 
tude. They welcomed Sir Charles Russell, the 
bearer of a great Irish name. Regarding his 
efforts for the Red Cross Society, he need only 
say that it had now obtained and spent over 
£10,000,000, and Sir Charles Kussell was Chair- 
man of the Collecting Committee of the Society. 
They also welcomed Mrs. Stobart, who had al- 
ready made herself at home. She was in Bel- 
gium, where she knew help was most urgently 
wanted, and later, in Serbia, served through 
the disastrous retreat, and was there as a 
splendid example sf. the speed with which the 
British Red Cross iety claimed it could work 
in whatever corner of the globe it was called 
to place its services. The news from the front, 
even since the morning, was glorious—(applause) 
—and their hearts went out to the Allied 
Armies.

THE SOCIETY’S WORK. 

Even if the war were over the Society would 
still want funds. The work of the British Red 
Cross Society and the Order of St. John could 


not cease on the signing of peace. A shattered 
limb would not mend itself of itself when peace 
was signed, and wounds would not be healed by 
the mere signing by plenipotentiaries. When 
asked by journalists in France to give them 
news, Marshal Foch replied in three words— 
“ Nous allons eontinuer’'—We are going on—and 
the Allied Armies had gone on under him in 
the last six weeks. He wanted to adopt those 
three words: let them make up their minds 
they were going on working together for the 
cause that had become sacred to them, co- 
operating in the relief of suffering. He did not 
hesitate to mention the sacrifice of the small 
subscriber with the sacrifice of him who was 
called upon to risk his life under shell fire. 
Both were equally essential to their cause. The 
primary duty in the Army and Navy of 
succouring the wounded Jay with their great 
military services.

The Government Committee on the Treat- 
ment by the Enemy of British Prisoners of 
War, of which Mr. Justice Younger is Chair- 
man, has issued a further report, based upon 
the statements made by upwards of seventy of 


German epring offensives on the Western front, 
and have since succeeded in making good their 
escape. Except that the treatment meted out 
ta the more recent captures has necessarily 
not yet been so prolonged, it supplies almost 
an exact counterpart of what the earlier cap- 
tives have had to endure. The evidence of 
their treatment already before the Committee 
is voluminous, Ite outstanding features are 
the utter disregard by the German Command 


whether entered into before or since; the abuse 
of the Red Cross flag; the compulsory employ- 
ment of prisoners, on pain at times of death,

Thir 
teen thousand people are homeless and with-

have been devastated. Reports that enemy 
agents started the fire are unconfirmed, but 
incendiaries were driven from local shipyards 
when the fires were burning.

24th annual report of that excellent, Dublin 
institution, the National Maternity Hospital, Fiolles 
street, shows that it is in urgent n of monetary 
support.
